a congenial and familiar occupation. It 


was reasonably clear that the primary 
motive of the new development was the 


benefit, including the financial benefit, 
of the tenant for. life himself, and that 
the tenant for life had had no intention 
of claiming recoupment ont of the settled 
property. 


George Arthur Boyd-Rochfort happened 


to have had in his brother Cecil. a New- 


market trainer, and that connection 


added, he believed. to hia own prestige in 
the equine world, betokened a golden 
harvest, well earned by that happy 
el'terprise. He was tempted, in the 
absence of figures, fo suppose 
that calling the result just a 
“financial success ” was a very modest 


way of recording the actual achievement. 


On the evidence. he could not say with 
-{reasonable assurance that the expendi- 
ture incurred fitting out the place for a 


stud farm would prove te be a benefit to’

One of the great objects of the Settled
